The People Asked for Bread, Will
the Legislature Continue to Give
Them--Whiskey?

——

The Prohibitionists, as was recently

stated, are hard at work organizing |

their forces all over the State prepara-
tory to the coming fight for the cause
to which they have bLeen so devoted.

They have justissued an address which |

shows that they mean to keep up their
fight.

Tho address opens by quoting from
the address issued by the Prohibition
convention held in Columbia in 1882,
as follows:

We call upon all
lovers of righteous government in the
State to nuse every effort for the prohi-
bition of this traffic in the State.”

Then the addresssays: ‘‘On the issue
thus squarely vresented, the people in
thz primary election, Aug. 20, 1892,
voted 10,000 mejority for prohibition.
Out of a total vote of 80,482, 70,535 were
taken in the prohibition boxes—40,338
in favor, 30,197 against it.

‘‘In the eight counties which guve a
majority against prohibition the ma-
jorities were small, ranging from 113
to 502, excepting in Charleston, where

{ only 284 votes were counted for prohi-

bition and 3,938 aganst it. The total
majority in these eight counties was
5,797, the other 27 sounties giving an
aggregate majority of 15,738. The peo-
ple asked for prohibition and were
given the dispensary. The prohibition-
iste have not shifted their gronnd since,
but stand on the same platform as in
1892 und call upon the legislature to
comply with the demands then made
and which Liave never been modified by
any vote of the people since. Thisis
the whole question.

“The people asked for bread. Will
the legislature continue to give them—
whiskey?”

It is thus seen that the Prohibition-
ists are demanding that they be given
what the people voted for in the first
instance.
